The commentary by Adams refers by number to each reproduced plate and the coins depicted 
therein, and was written to Guttag in order to give him advice on the building of his collection. The two works from which the plates 
are reproduced are unidentified within, but are Aloiss Heiss’s Description general de las monedas Hispano-Cristianas desde la invasion de los 
Arahes (24 plates) and Manuel Vidal Quadras y Ramon’s Catalogo de la collection de monedas j medallas de Manuel VidalQuadrasy Ramon de 
Barcelona (23 plates). The Vidal Quadras y Ramon work is specifically mentioned as a source in the Adams volume on the Guttag 
collection. Indeed, there are several references to “your Coin Book” and “the Coin Book” throughout the typewritten pages (which 
for the first set of plates are typewritten in black ink, and for the second in blue ink), testifying that these pages are notes between 
Adams and Guttag compiled during the planning stages of the 1929 Adams volume. Guttag’s introduction to the Adams catalogue 
states that his collection was “started at the suggestion of’ Adams, making this group of papers a remarkable record of the building of 
a collection.

The first issue of the first edition of perhaps the most sumptuous numismatic work ever produced, with the very rare Preface 
suppressed from later printings. Medailles sur les principaux evenements du regne de Louis le Grand was created by the Academie Royale des 
Medailles et des Inscriptions and was intended not simply to be a record of the medals of Louis XTV, but a carefully constructed 
history of his reign. In The Fabrication of Louis XU', Peter Burke discusses the publication of this work. The king himself was deeply 
involved in its execution and wished to supplant the previous work on the subject by Menestrier. Burke states that the decision to 
exclude certain medals was made at the highest levels. From the birth of Louis XIV in 1638 and his ascension to the throne on the 
death of Louis XIII less than five years later, this work traces the important events in the life of this illustrious monarch as well as the 
history of France itself. Louis was intensely interested in the arts and did much to create the reputation France enjoys as a worldwide 
center of culture. He was determined to expand the royal coin cabinet and issued commemorative medals on many occasions. This 
devotion to numismatics and historiography is reflected in the physical production of this volume. The finest engravers were hired, the 
best paper available u as used, and the bindings tend to be beautiful and ornate. One does not acquire the sobriquet le R oi Solal Ant to 
one's simplicity of taste. Even the font used to print the text was specially created for Louis: Remain du Roy was designed by Philippe 
Grandjean (1666-1714) around 1700, having been in development since 1693. This was the first work printed in this font, which 
attempted to use scientific principles to develop a font that was both practical and elegant Only the royal press could use the fonts, 
which continued to be developed through 1743. The historical descriptions of the medals were written by Nicolas Boileau-Despreaux 
1636-1711), and the engravings and other artistic flourishes required the participation of artists Antoine Coypel (1661-1722), Charles 
Simonneau (1645-1728), Louis Simonneau (1654—1727), Nicolas Pitau (1670—1724), Sebastien Le Clerc (1637—1714), Jean Berain 
! 640-1 711) and many others. Jean Racine (1639—1699) played a role in the early development of the project, which was eventually 
published under the auspices of the Imprimerie Royale by Jean Anisson (c. 1642-1721). Other participants included Jean-Paul Bignon 
(1662-1743), the librarian to the king, and Paul Tallemand (1642—1712). Franyois Charpentier (1620-1702) was an important member 
o( 1’ Academie fran9aise and was involved in the production of many of the medals depicted in this volume. While primary authorship 
has traditionally been ascribed to him, his actual involvement in the work appears unclear. The final product is a masterpiece of the 
bibliographic arts. Each page depicts the obverse and reverse of a medal, with beautifully printed descriptive text, all within intricate 
ornamental borders, occasionally with culs-de-lampe. The magnificent allegorical frontispiece was engraved by Charles Simonneau 
following a design by Coypel and integrating a portrait of Louis by Hyacinthe Rigaud (1659-1743). Fleurons and other decorative 
flounshes abound. (The Musee de lTmprimerie, in Lyon, held an exhibition in 2002 to celebrate the 300th anniversary of this work) 
This particular copy features a binding with the royal arms emblazoned on both sides 
and the king’s double-L cipher integrated into the spine’s intricately gilt design. This, 
combined with the fact that this copy includes the rare Preface, suppressed from most 
copies of the first edition, indicates that this copy was among the very first issued, 
intended strictly for distribution among the king’s inner circle. Baron W.H.J. van 
Westreenen van Tiellandt (1783—1848), in cataloguing the magnificent library of Pierre 
Van Damme in 1808, wrote that those copies with the royal arms were “executee par 
les ordres du monarque meme, qui s’en est reserve tous les exemplaires pour en faire 
des presens.” The Preface is a well-known rarity, with most copies lacking it. 

Westreenen van Tiellandt states that only the first 65 copies included it (“...avec la 
preface imprimee, qui, a ce que l’on dit, ne se trouve que dans les 65 premiers 
distribues, et fut ensuite supprimee avec soin”). Signed by Anisson, the Preface 
identifies many of the artists used in the work, which is important as the medallic 
engravings are unsigned. Of the engravings, the Preface states that 200 were executed 
by Coypel, with the balance being done by Le Clerc. It also identifies the artists who 
created the decorative elements throughout. Why the Preface was suppressed is 
unclear. According to Auguste Bernard’s Histoire de I’lmprimerie Royale du Louvre (1867), 

“Sa suppression eut lieu par ordre de Louis XTV, qui la trouva trop louangeuse!” (p. 

155). The first edition of this majestic work was presented to Louis XTV on January 9, 

1702. A quarto edition (see following) was printed the same year. Two other editions, 
with added text in German, were printed in Schaffhausen (1704) and Baden (1705). 

Following the king’s death in 1715, an expanded edition was prepared for publication 
in 1723 (see lot 75).

The second edition, preferred because it was issued after the Sun King’s death in 1715 and, hence, includes medals issued through the 
entirety of its subject’s life. It contains 318 plates instead of the 286 of the 1702 editions. Incredibly, however, the 1723 edition didn’t 
simply reprint the 1702 volume and then add the final years: the medals have been re-engraved throughout, as subtle differences reveal 
upon close examination. The editions are textually distinct as well, though the 1722 edition clearly used the earlier work as its basis. 
There are also some small differences between what the two editions include: for instance, the 1702 edition includes two medals struck 
on the birth of Louis XTV; the 1723 edition includes only one. These differences between the two editions are worthy of research. 
(Brunet notes, “Au sujet des planches de ces deux editions, consultez Le Peintre graveurjratifais, VII, p. 206 et suiv.” Also, printing 
specifications for this edition were unearthed in the Archives nationales and published in 1885 by J.-J. Guiffrey.) Produced on die 

orders of Louis Antoine de Pardaillan de Gondrin, Due d’Antin 
(1665-1736), and under the direction of Claude Gros de Boze 
(1680-1753), the production values of the 1723 edition were clearly 
no less than for the 1702 edition published during the king’s reign, 
making this arguably the most magnificent numismatic work ever 
accomplished. Brunet felt the 1723 edition was “plus belle que la 
premiere.” One of only 500 copies printed, this example is far above 
average, featuring a lovely contemporary binding whose slight 
restorations have ensured it remains sturdy and fully useable. This is 
all the more important since this volume is not only a work of art, 
but an important contemporary reference to these medals, still 
consulted with profit today.

A fascinating letter telling a story that has been published in more than one place. “The story about the keg of nails & the dollars is 
much older than the b uilding of the present Center Church,” the letter recalls. “The baptismal basin used in our church bears an 
inscription, according to my recollection of it, in these words,— The gift of Mr. Jeremiah Atwater to the First Church in New Haven 
A.D. 1735.’ Perhaps I am mistaken in the date, but I am not many years wide of the mark. As the story runs, that Mr. Atwater was a 
New Haven merchant who purchased a keg of nails in Boston, & on opening it found nails at the top, but [Spanish-American] dollars 
further down. He informed the vendor that there was a mistake about the contents of the keg, but was answered, ‘1 bought it for nails 
& sold it for nails.’ In other words, the vendor did not consider himself as having warranted the article & was unwilling to correct 
mistakes as to its quality. Mr. Atwater considered the dollars as having come to him in the Providence of God, & employed a part of 
the silver in making the basin which he presented to the Church.” The letter continues, giving more details as to the story and others 
who had written about it. A very interesting little historical nugget.

He inquires as to Elder’s trip to the Jersey Shore (“You must 
have had a fine time at the shore, especially with those girls, who I assume were charming, as most girls are one way or another”). A 
few numismatic comments, including reference to “Fra Henricus Whiskerando Chapmanicus,” round out the letter.

Upon 
returning to my office, I will begin research on the manuscript, while at the same time various photographs, documents, and other 
illustrative material will be selected, copied, and processed by our Graphic Arts Department. If all goes according to schedule, I hope 
to have in your hands a draft of the manuscript for your approval—this to be in May.”

An early manuscript draft of a significant article, accompanied by another draft article and two interesting letters. Brewer’s article in 
The Historical Magazine introduced the “New Yorke in America” token to an American audience, and is important for this reason. His 
draft here appears to be an early one, based on the fact that much of the introductory material present here was cut from the final 
article and because there are many corrections and adjustments made throughout the text by the author. The material on the first two 
pages of the manuscript are not to be found in the published article, while the final two manuscript pages include material used in it 
The second manuscript draft is on Islamic glass coin weights in the Yale collection, though it is unclear whether Fisk recognized the 
specimens as weights rather than coins. This may not have been published (though Brewer contributed to the American Oriental 
Society some notes on early Islamic coins). The letter by Brewer relates to an invitation to join the American Association of 
Numismatists, an invitation he appears to have regarded with suspicion, insisting on seeing a copy of the organization’s constitution 
before they would be allowed to name him as a member. The American Association of Numismatists focused on ancient coins, and 
appears to have been active for a relatively brief time. The letter from Schenck relates to the same matter, making it clear that Fisk had 
written him inquiring into the bona fides of McGrew et al.

It clarifies 
both the intent of the original Act, and spells out in some detail the unpleasantness awaiting 
those who continue to ignore the Queen’s regulations. This printing includes the text of the 
original 1704 Act on which it comments, then continues: “whereas notwithstanding the said 
Proclamation, the same indirect Practices as are therein mentioned, are still Carried on within 
some of the said Colonies or Plantations, and the Money thereby drawn from one Plantation 
to another, in Prejudice of the Trade of her Majesties Subjects....” A very interesting 
proclamation. British acts and proclamations appear to have been published separately at the 
time of issue, but paginated for incorporation into annual volumes.

The manuscript was nearly complete, and includes chapters exploring the history of the dollar, its American adoption 
and adaptation, the people behind the creation of the first U.S. dollars, fakes and fantasy pieces, and, perhaps most importantly, a 
condition census for the 1794 dollar that sought to not only describe but illustrate every surviving example of this foundational 
coinage. While most of the illustrations throughout the text were not yet entered into the manuscript by Collins, most of the coins 
included in the census are illustrated, and the value of this posthumous contribution by Collins and Breen is considerable.

Report written by Committee Chairman William W. Boyce on the crisis facing the Confederacy due to its depreciated currency: “It is 
admitted by all that the currency is in a deplorable condition. It is depreciated to such an extent that the Government can collect 
nothing by taxation but its own paper, depreciated as compared with specie to the extent of two thousand per cent. ... Under this state 
of affairs, the Government is in a condition of financial paralysis. It cannot pay its armies in the field, except in worthless paper. It 
cannot pay its employees. It cannot purchase subsistence for its armies, and is compelled, to prevent their disbanding from starvation, 
to resort to the odious system of impressments, which is filling the land with execrations. It is evident, therefore, we are travelling a 
road, which is leading as fast as possible to a precipice.” Boyce suggests accepting the depreciation and adjusting the value of the 
currency to reflect the reality of its value.

Two letters to Elder and two by or to Ruth Elder, his wife, following his death. The first letter is the most significant, discussing Lady 
Paget’s attempts to sell and distribute Lusitania medals in order to raise money for charities during the First World War: “I had hoped 
myself to do great things with them in America and after enormous trouble I managed to get 500 medals sent there but through some 
absurd blunder they were not even unpacked but were returned to me, just as I sent them. This has quite discouraged me from making 
any further attempt though I feel that great things could be done for charity with this medal. ...I was so interested to hear your 
regiment is taking the place of the 23rd Reg. which is going to France — what great things America is doing.” The letter from dealer 
A.J. Fink seeks choice large cents and brags about selling same. The letter from Ruth Elder promises her unknown correspondant 
“some nice cents”: “I have very few coins left now of my own as my share of the company. I was Vice Pres. & had money invested, a 
loan.” The final letter is from Louisa Zimmer, writing for her and George Zimmer, to Ruth Elder, with a note from Ruth Elder 
forwarding it. Lot also includes a later photocopy of a letter from Elder to Geiss (probably Frederic William Geiss) breaking relations 
with him and a letter from Edgar A. Holton to Elder wanting to return a coin. 

A Remarkable Archive of Correspondence between Tom Elder and Eeonard Holland 

171. Elder, Thomas L., and Leonard M. Holland. Group of approximately 50 letters from Tom Elder to 
Leonard Holland, almost all of them handwritten and dating from the early to mid-1940s. Lot also includes 
several carbon copies of typewritten letters from Holland to Elder and a few handwritten letters from 
Holland to Elder on which Elder has written his reply. Lot also includes two letters from Pearl Reeder on 
Hobbies magazine letterhead, which Elder forwarded to Leonard with a written response. Letters vary in 
length and format, and are mostly undated, [with] Materials relating to Leonard’s 1946 dispute with B. Max 
Mehl over an error made by Mehl in handling Leonard’s bids in the Atwater sale. Generally fine. ($1000) 

An extremely interesting group of letters from Elder from late in his career, shedding light on the friendship and business relationship 
he had with Leonard Holland. Many of the letters pertain to Holland’s ongoing attempts to improve his large cent collection (famously 
and disastrously sold by Pennypacker in 1959), though the correspondence touches on much else. The vast majority of the letters date 
from the 1940s, a period in which Elder had ceased to hold auction sales. Elder had a reputation for being difficult to deal with, and 
many of the letters show that even Holland’s relationship with him had its share of friction. Taken as a group, the letters are 
remarkably interesting for the portrait they paint of Elder as an older man. Many of the letters were written during the U.S. 
involvement in World War II, and Elder doesn’t hold back from expressing his political beliefs (some begin with a paragraph or two 
about coins before launching into a page-long assault on FDR, whom Elder detested). Elder also advised Holland on the latter’s 
dispute with B. Max Mehl over being sent the wrong coin from the Atwater collection. Elder attempted to enlist the aid of Hobbies 
magazine in the fight, but they seem to have thought better of being drawn into it A few excerpts follow (a few corrections of simple 
typos have been made in the following). On coins: “Col EHR Green’s Colin finest ever formed all his cts are sold & I have some of 
the Gems Unc Red 1795 & unc 1795s & 1796s. I didn’t buy any 1797s they wanted $35 to $40 each for gem unc.1797s.” “About that 
party I’m almost sorry I told you where to find him. He gets wonderful stuff but his principles are awful. A dealer approached me 
years ago & said “What do you know about him. He seems to be a louse from a story he told me. Said he: “Chapman wanted to 
borrow some fine cents to show to a customer. Well I delivered the cents & then hid behind his steps & watched. HC came out & 
went to a place in town. I followed him & hid & saw the house & No. where he delivered the cents & in that way found who his 
customer was.’”” “The best way to take a spot off a cent is as follows: Get a bottle of alcohol and a roll of cotton batting. Tear off a 
small chunk of cotton batting, dip it in the alcohol and it lean it up against the spot, let it lie overnight but not all over the cent just on 
the small spot I saw a spot removed from a 1796 half cent in this way which later sold for $715 and I sold it.” “I’ll never be active in 
coins again. I’m getting too old.” On their various disagreements: “I’m sure I never agreed to give you month’s time to pay for any 
coin. You should pay for the 1794 Cent in 2 or 3 weeks at the least. I have to pay cash & I don’t make much on such a coin. It seems 
to me if your income is not equal to it you are putting a little too much money into valuable cents.” “ Yon talk nonsense when you 
speak of my sending you an electrotype. I don’t like such talk. These coins are from the biggest Colin ever made in the U.S. Don’t 
mention electrotypes again please. I’m too old for them besides you can feel and know an electrotype. Now I’m not going to bother 
sending you more coins if you are going to be so fussy cranky & dubious. If you want to talk about electrotypes don’t address me 
again, the oldest authority m the U-S . & former Chairman of the C ommittee o n U.S. Coins of the Am Numismatic Society, a bigger 

s ociety than the ANA . What do you take me for? I don’t think I want to bother further with you. You had better apologize for 

bothering me.” On the war: “England has always had an arrogant and disgusting attitude towards us and our soldiers. ... A cynical 
attitude they have towards all our deeds in this war. They make me sick. Our officials some of them are Anglo-American and I believe 
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somebody at Washn DC would like to be king of America. A third term was the most disgusting thing ever in our history and now he 
wants a fourth term. Every man should utter a protest at this Imperial and Anti American ideal and ambition. Russia is an awful cruel 
murderer. No use for them either, the only thing is they won’t get soft about Germans at peace treaty something the Allies will surely 
do, in fact they may agree to let that rogue Hitler live, move and have his being.” “FDR has some cheek wanting 16 years in the White 
House, in ‘a disguised totalitarianism’ as Tom Dewey says. It’s Hitlerism and Fascism combined.” “Looks like the Jap war is over, they 
make me sick trying to save that damned Emperor. He should be shot at sunrise.” On B. Max Mehl: “Don’t trust Mehl’s descriptions. 
They are not correct & he greatly overestimates. You could not bid blind on any cent he offers. I got stuck with him kicked & he cut 
me off the m ailin g list Unless you see plates or the coins don’t bid at his sales.” Specifically on Holland’s conflict with Mehl: “I sent 
your letters to Pearl Reeder editor of Hobbies & particularly asked her to care for all of them. It strengthens the evidence & I think 
may get rid of the great BMM & his ugly visage.... When I was a little boy Dr. JA Burgeon was a tapeworm specialist. He had bottles 
of tapeworms some 20 ft long. Plastered all around was his ugly picture just like M.” “You will hear from Hobbies. It is slow. They 
evidently have taken it up with the Tapeworm Photo Editor & Coin Dealer in Texas. His ugly mug as seen on all sides. ... He is a 
goldamed hypocrite. The cheapest & best way is to have nothing to do with him. He is getting old - over 70 & is making a lot of 
mistakes like old men do but he is so greedy for money & business he hangs on & blusters & blows until the last.” “I think M has 
them scared I don’t think we can get far with them. I’d hold up the payt if I were you.” A fascinating group of material from one of 
the most important, if caustic, dealers of the day.

A significant group of photographs depicting an excellent collection of encased postage stamps, very likely from the William F. 
Dunham collection (which Mehl handled, selling it outright before the auction sale to T. James Clarke, whence it eventually made its 
way to the Ford collection). The photographs were clearly prepared for Mehl (one bears a Ft. Worth photographer’s stamp), and 
ended up in the possession of Abe Kosoff. The images include a number of rarities, and are generally sharp. 

173. [Ford, John J., Jr.]. Typewritten letter, signed in ink, addressed to Frank Katen and dated Oct. 10, 1949. 

On printed stationary featuring a Classic Head cent, 8.25 by 9 inches. Annotated in Katen’s hand in red 
pencil, and stapled to a carbon copy of the letter and the first few pages of Katen’s 15th sale, annotated by 
Ford.

An amusing, fairly early letter from Ford to Katen inquiring into the prices realized in Katen’s 15th sale. Ford was upset that his bids 
had been unsuccessful (“Unfortunately, I was not succesful in my bidding and sort of wonder why.”). Katen noted die winning bids 
on the letter and returned it to Ford, who filed it for his records. The books Ford had bid on included Baker’s Medallic Portraits of 
Washington and Betts’s American Colonial History Illustrated by Contemporary Medals. 

USAOG Controversy

Correspondence relating to the controversy surrounding the USAOG $20 gold pieces that entered the numismatic market in the 1950s 
via Paul Franklin. Carr was the head of the Professional Numismatists Guild panel convened to settle a dispute in which Paul Garland 
claimed that the proof USAOG $20 that he purchased from dealer Paul Ryan was a counterfeit. The case became extremely 
acrimonious and there was considerable hostility between the parties involved by this time. As New Netherlands Coin Company had 
marketed many of the pieces uncovered by Franklin, Ford was a primary participant, arguing forcefully for the pieces’ legitimacy. 
These letters predate the final 1967 showdown in which Ford made his final case before the PNG, which tepidly refused to render a 
verdict on the coin’s authenticity, but which did state that the coin was not a proof and that Garland was therefore entided to a refund. 
In this letter, Carr requests photographs of three USAOG $20 pieces, as well as of electrotype copies of a Confederate half dollar and 
a Schultz & Co. $5 piece in whose manufacture Franklin had been involved. While Ford states in his reply that the latter two pieces 
“have nothing to do with the investigation in which we are involved,” he wished “to cooperate with you in every way, and since I do 
not have any photographs, I am sending you the two pieces herewith.” Ford also sent a third piece, another false CSA half dollar, for 
comparison. The coin envelope present apparendy included one of the pieces sent by Ford to Carr. The second Carr letter relates to 
an invitation Ford had extended to visit his home to study a complete photographic record of the pieces. Carr writes, “it would be 
quite easy for Lester Merkin and myself to set up a day devoted to familiarizing ourselves with the material you have at hand.” A very 
interesting group of letters relating to this controversy, the aftershocks of which continue to be felt today. Ex Kolbe’s Ford I library 
sale, lot 471.

Reports, sworn statements and correspondence relating to the USAOG $20 controversy discussed in the above lot. The reports, as 
well as Taxay’s sworn statements, make for fascinating reading, and are still important today. Regrettably, the controversy pitted many 
of the biggest names in U.S. numismatics against one another, as these documents demonstrate. That the arbitration panel’s decision 
was truly satisfactory to none of the parties involved did much to make the bitterness stirred up by it linger.

A significant group of letters pertaining to the history of a holed, and subsequently repaired, 1785 Inimica Tyrannis America copper, 
its sale after plugging by James Kelly to John J. Ford, and Ford’s discover}' both of the repair and Kelly’s knowledge of it. The Nov. 

18,1952 letter from Ford to Kelly summarizes the situation: “In July, or early August of 1949,1 purchased from you a Confederatio - 
America cent. The coin was advertised in your publication as Very Fine, and cost me $175.00. Several months after purchasing the 
coin from you, I exchanged the piece with a fellow collector, and eventually it appeared in the 1952 Convention sale. It was not until a 
week or two prior to the sale that I discovered the piece to have been expertly plugged and cleverly tooled. Frankly, Jim, I had made a 
long and careful study of this particular coin and consider my overlooking its repair as one of my few numismatic errors. However, it 
was announced on the floor of the sale, after all mail bids had been cancelled, that the coin was not as catalogued. As a result of this 
the piece was bought in, and following the chain of purchasers, I have been requested to make redress for the piece. In further 
exploring this unsavory situation, I have obtained photostatic copies of your correspondence with Mr. Kirk Adams of Holly Hill, 
Florida, in which you plainly state that if you had it repaired you could obtain a better price for it. I think the case is rather open and 
shut Jim, and I will forward the item to you upon receipt of your check for $175.00.” Kelly responded prompdy, offering a refund on 
return of the coin. The background material is fascinating, tracing as it does the ownership history of the coin from 1946 to 1952. 
Adams considered buying the coin (then holed) in 1946 from Kelly, who stated that it came from the Newcomer collection. Upon 
asking Mehl about this, Mehl said it wasn’t part of the collection he handled, and Adams returned the coin, only to ask to see it again 
in 1947. At the end of June 1947, according the Adams, the piece was still holed. Adams sent the coin to Mehl to get his opinion: Mehl 
hesitates to say the piece was false, but states that he would refuse to buy or sell it. Adams decided to pass on the coin, which was then 
sold to Ford in 1949. Ford subsequendy sold the coin to Horowitz in January 1950, after which it was consigned to the 1952 ANA 
sale. The coin, as repaired, is plated in the 1952 ANA catalogue, and one can see that the quality of the plugging and retooling must 
have been very fine indeed. The lot is listed in the prices realized as having sold in the sale for $300, though it was in fact bought in. A 
fascinating collection of documents on the storied history of an individual coin. Ex Kolbe’s Sale 93 (Ford I), lot 478.

The plates depict 
specimens from Merritt’s collection (as well as a few from the Parmelee collection, which make up the ninth plate). Three hundred 
copies were printed, of which this is number 134. The plates were intended not only to illustrate the various die varieties, but to assist 
the collector in learning how to grade properly: throughout the work, Frossard provides his own opinion of the grades of the pieces 
illustrated. While perhaps not an essential contribution to the study of US numismatics, the book is a good overview of both series and 
one of the earliest to deal with die varieties for dates past 1794. Of considerable historical importance as one of the early major works 
on large cents and half cents.

An interesting group of letters between members of the large cent fraternity during and immediately after the Second World War. 
There are six signed, handwntten letters from Geiss: 1) Oct. 1,1943, addressed simply “Dear Sir,” but in the context of the group 
almost certainly written to Earl D. Sherwood. 2) Dec. 21,1943 to Sherwood. 3) Dec. 31, 1943 to Sherwood. 4) Feb. 4, 1944 to 
Sherwood. 5) Mar. 24, 1944 to “Mr. Sheldon,” possibly William Sheldon, but just as likely an absentminded error for Sherwood. 

6) June 15,1944 to Sherwood. There are four typewritten, hand-signed letters from Sawicki: 1) July 20,1944 to Sherwood. 2) July 27, 
1944 to Sherwood. 3) Nov. 16,1945 to Leonard Holland. 4) Nov. 26,1945 to Holland. The letters by Geiss mostly concern his efforts 
to improve upon what by this point would have been a very advanced collection of large cents. Geiss was an old school collector, 
noting in his second letter that “I rate coins Unc / V. Fine / Fine / Good / Fair,” with a note to the side saying “I only buy these,” 
pointing to “Unc” and “V. Fine.” He wasn’t shy about returning coins (“ 1797 is not my type of coin. I only want very fine and uncirculated’-, 
“the 1805 is only fine not very fine”; “I am returning the 1797. Please keep in mind that I am trying to improve my sets. That is why 
you may think I am a little over critical”). One of the more interesting letters goes into some detail about his purchases: “I bought the 
1839 over 36 from Pearl collection. I now have 2 of these in very fine condition. I bought last month from Stack 1793 Unc Gems 
600.00 1793 Liberty Cap 800.00 one of finest, 1804 500.00 almost perfect... I think prices are too high but am afraid they will go 
higher. I bought from Johnson in St. Louis yesterday a nice 1796 Liberty Cap for 125.00 and a bust type for 150.00 really a gem. That 
about completes my cents I have 3 sets now.” Three of his letters include want lists. Geiss went on to sell his collection through 
B. Max Mehl (Feb. 18,1947), and his letters make for very interesting reading. The letters by Sawicki regard cents sent to him on 
approval by Holland and Sherwood, neither of whom made much money off him if these letters are any indication. To Sherwood, he 
writes of a 1799 cent, “1 would be very happy to purchase the coin for that sum or possibly a little more if it was not corroded and if 
the color was not black.” In a letter to Holland, he sends back two cents and sums up his approach to collecting by saying, “I am in 
the market for large cents that are absolutely in perfect condition. In other words I want coins in as near gem condition as it is possible 
to secure.” The results of this seeming pickiness are to be seen in Stack’s sale of Feb. 27,1954, which included the bulk of his 
collection.

A rare publication from the dawn of the hobby in the United States. While there were numismatists in this country before the 1850s, it 
wasn’t until that decade that the hobby really began to grow in popularity. Professor Groux, as he styled himself, was an early 
enthusiast. Unfortunately, he brought to the pursuit more enthusiasm than anything else, leading Strobridge to recall him after his 
death as “the fond old dreamer.” It goes without saying that the three-volume masterwork described in this prospectus never saw 
publication, and this cataloguer is unaware of any sizeable cache of manuscript material that would indicate that the project ever really 
got off the ground. What Groux did manage to do was envision what the volumes would look like: the prospectus includes title pages 
for all three volumes (dated 1856) and woodcuts of a Lord Baltimore shilling and a Neapolitan half ducaton of Charles II of Spain 
(depictingboth hemispheres). He also, in a nice postmodern twist, managed to drum up some favorable press for his unwritten book, 
and the prospectus reprints testimonials attesting to the project’s importance from the Boston Daily Bee, Boston Transcript and several 
other area papers. It is notable that all of these testimonials were printed during August 1856, and some state that Groux had issued a 
prospectus in pamphlet form. As the only other promotional publication Groux printed for this project of which I am aware was a 
broadside, it seems possible that there is more than one printing of this rarity: an earlier version without the four pages of testimonials 
and the present version. That the four pages of testimonials are printed on one folded sheet of slightly different paper and disrupt the 
pagination make it seem likely that this is the case (Attinelli records it as having 16 pages). The four-page testimonial sheet also appears 
to be glued into the spine of this copy, instead of being sewn with the rest of the pages, and has been encountered inserted in different 
locations in other copies.

Eric Newman, in a masterful overview of Heath’s works 
included in the ANA’s Centennial Anthology, attributes the original 1869 edition to Heath, an attribution that is confirmed in this edition, 
with the tide page stating: “All orders should be addressed to Laban Heath and Company, 309 Hannover Street, Boston, Mass.” The 
copyright notice, dated 1869, is still under the name of Nehemiah George Ordway, who most certainly was involved in the project. 

This edition is unrecorded by Newman (it does not appear to be the “stripped-down version” mentioned by him as having been 
published in September 1871, as there is no evidence of this ever having been interleaved with advertisements). The text has been 
partially reset as compared to the 1869 edition. The plates depict United States bonds and elements thereof. Plate 18 is printed in red 
and black (one of two variations noted by Newman for the work).

Superseded entirely in the following decade by the larger works of A.M. Smith and George Evans, this little contribution 
has long been forgotten. An early owner apparently took umbrage at Johnston’s insinuation that the U.S. government was correct in 
not putting much time or money into the national coin collection (it being an extravagance), writing below her Prefatory (signed 
E.B.J.), ‘“E. B. J.’ may well be ashamed to give her full name, see her precious remarks page 21—22.” At the point in the text in 
question, our critic writes, “Bah! you poor crow!!” Scarce, particularly in wraps. Clain-Stefanelli 12528. Davis 545.

200. [Judd, J. Hewitt, and Abe Kosoff]. Materials relating to the May 1965 robbery of a significant portion of 
J. Hewitt Judd’s coin collection. Mostly correspondence between Judd and Abe Kosoff. Lot includes: 

1) Carbon-copy inventory of the stolen coins, 28 pages, with 12 pages also present as photocopies of the 
original typewritten and manuscript listing; accompanied by six carbon-copy letters dated April 13 and 14, 
1965, from Claire Lulla, Kosoff s secretary, alerting the numismatic media to the robbery and sending copies 
of the inventory. 2) Four typewritten letters, signed in ink, from Judd to Kosoff, with carbon-copies of five 
of Kosoff s letters back to Judd, all of them relating at least partially to the robbery; one of the letters from 
Judd to Kosoff includes a four-page listings of coins that were stolen but had not yet been insured; also 
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included is one carbon-copy letter from Lulla to Judd written on Kosoffs behalf, and a one-page listing of 
coins recovered “in the litter the robbers left behind,” on Bank Leu stationary. Condition of items varies. 
Some of the carbon-copy inventory' pages are light; some groups of letters are stapled at the corner. Generally 
very good to fine. ($250) 

A fascinating group of material concerning this major numismatic robbery. The theft of Judd’s collection centered on his collection of 
Greek coins, valued by Kosoff at around $50,000 at the time. Apparently, while some of the material was later found in Europe, much 
of it was never located. Kosoff was Judd’s dealer of choice, and the source of many of Judd’s coins (see following lot), including 
ancient material we generally don’t associate Kosoff with. The two were friends, and many of the letters here and in the following lot 
reflect this. On June 30,1965, Kosoff wrote, “Curious to know if anything has developed in the robbery case. ... Let me know about 
the situation - I’m afraid nothing has turned up or I would have heard about it.” Judd wrote on July 8, “We have not had any clue or 
any further word with regard to the coins which were stolen. You certainly would know immediately if I do ever hear anything one 
way or the other. I think in my own mind that they are gone for good.” Kosoff replied on July 12, “I am really amazed that nothing 
has turned up on those ancient coins - perhaps the culprits realize that they have something that is too hot and are waiting for it to 
cool off a bit. However, you have to have a lot of patience in these matters and when they finally break down the coins will probably 
appear in various spots at one time. I think it might be discouraging - but not hopeless.” On October 4, Kosoff wrote, “I am a bit 
surprised that nothing has broken on your coin theft. I have a feeling that this stuff is finding its way into Europe. I say this for no 
reason except that we have had two breakthroughs on big matters in the States. The Yale robbery has been cracked at least and 
whether or not they will get to the bottom of the whole situation is a matter for the future. Lester Merkin’s robbery has turned up a 
whole ring of scoundrels who have been nabbed and much of the merchandise has been recovered.” A very interesting group of 
material. 


Correspondence and Invoices between Judd and Kosoff 

201. [Judd, J. Hewitt, and Abe Kosoff]. A significant group of letters between J. Hewitt Judd and Abe 
Kosoff, together with a large group of invoices itemizing the considerable numismatic transactions between 
the two. Letters span 1962-7; invoices span 1961-9. Lot contains eight letters from Judd to Kosoff, generally 
typewritten and signed in ink, and ten carbon-copies of letters from Kosoff to Judd; a handwritten letter from 
Kiki Judd to Kosoff is also included. Invoices (over 125) are generally handwritten carbon-copies, 
interspersed with correspondence to and from Judd, Kosoff and a number of dealers around the world. 
Condition of items varies. Some groups of invoices are stapled together. Generally very good to fine. ($500) 

Another fascinating group of archival material. While the letters, of course, make for more interesting reading, the invoices make clear 
that the business relauonship between Kosoff and Judd was unusually complex and involved tremendous sums of money for the day. 
Some highlights from the letters are as follows. On January 6,1962, Judd wrote the following declaration: “To whom it may concern - 
This is to certify that Abe Kosoff is authorized to act as my agent in connection with the sale of my collection and that I will be 
responsible for all commissions to him.” On July 6,1962, Kiki Judd wrote to Kosoff, “You were so nice, as usual, to send me the 
book you wrote on Dad’s collection [Kosoffs An Illustrated History of United States Coins, Depicting the Proposed Designs as well as the Accepted 
Types], At first we were confused as to whether the coins were all Dad’s or just included some of his, so we called home, and sure 
enough!” On July 27, 1962, Judd wrote to thank Kosoff as well: “The special catalog arrived this morning, and I am as pleased as a kid 
with a new red wagon. You really did an excellent job and I shall be forever grateful to you. Nobody knows more than I, that you went 
all out to make it your masterpiece.” On January 28,1963, Judd wrote, “I meant to answer sooner about your query on the piece J 43. 

I only know of one piece, but in some of these early ones, I had the feeling that there might be another one laying around some place 
that nobody had reported.” On July 17,1964, Judd wrote, “we should probably talk about the new edition for the pattern books as 
Whitman’s have been writing to me that they are practically out of the old edition. Personally, I don’t think it needs much change 
except the prices probably should be jacked up in view of what is happening in the market.” On July 22,1964, Kosoff wrote regarding 
the sale of Judd’s ancients, “the report I can give you is that everyone wants the Greek and some want the Roman - very few want the 
Byzantine.” Walter Breen was the subject of some discussion between the two. On November 2,1964, Judd wrote, “I don’t know 
about the pattern book yet as I have not had time to give it much thought; however, I imagine the best thing would be to have Ken 
Bressett send me the proofs where there are any changes, outside of the prices. I understand he has gotten some changes from Walter 
Breen but I think these should be checked.” Kosoff responded on November 6,1964: “Apparently you feel the same way I do about 
getting some changes from Walter Breen. I do not question his genius - but I do hesitate to accept his conclusions, some of which are 
simply cockeyed. The unfortunate part about him is that he speaks and writes loudly and frequently and since most collectors are so 
sadly ignorant of their subjects they accept his statements as gospel. I think it might be wise if you dropped Ken a short note and 
suggested that you look at the changes. What I am afraid of is that he will have some notes which are not substantiated and he will 
start drawing conclusions. You know, after these things appear in print for a few years they take on the aura of respectability and 
people start quoting these things as facts.” On November 3,1967, Judd responded to an offer by Kosoff to sell him some gold coins: 
“As for the gold coins, I don’t think that I would be interested in having anymore. In fact, whenever the market seems a little stronger 
I think that I would like to have you sell them for me, as I have no real desire to have any coins anymore. I have even talked to 
Dr. Mildenberg about selling my library on ancients.” The invoices, well over 100 of them, are primarily Kosoffs records of sales to 
Judd or those made on Judd’s behalf, and include invoices or correspondence from Spink & Son, Bank Leu, Numismatic Fine Arts, 

C. Altin, Frank Sternberg, Robert E. Hecht, Jr., and Mark M. Salton. They cover hundreds of thousands of dollars in transactions. A 
significant group of material that provides insight into Judd’s vast collecting activities and Kosoffs close ties to him.

then, 15 “reular deluxe” copies were made in the present format The 15 copies were randomly numbered from 11 to 50, so that this 
copy is number 37 of 15 issued.

Two large, beautiful photographs in attractive frames. These were commissioned by Kolbe as part of the work on the special edition 
of the 1979 Kenneth Lee volume on California small-sized gold. They depict the same 56 coins (obverses and reverses) as on the 
Cibachrome (now Ilfachrome) plates used in the special edition of both that book and the later Breen/Gillio work on the subject. 

Only three sets of enlargements were prepared: one each for Kolbe as publisher, Collins as photographer, and Lee as owner. This set 
was intended for Lee, who died before the project was completed. The photos are outstanding, and are enlarged so that the diameters 
of the pieces range from 1.5 to 2 inches.

Based on Marvin’s ongoing work on the subject, published in 
the American Journal of Numismatics between 1888 and 1910. As with the main work, most of the copies of the Supplement have likely 
been in Masonic libraries since publication, with few to be found in numismatic channels.

signed by Jacob B. Eckfeldt and R.A. McClure and dated Feb. 11, 1887; 6) a one-page typewritten document 
testifying the same, signed by Patterson DuBois and dated Feb. 14, 1887; 7) one-page typewritten letter, 
signed, from Roland G. Parvin to H.G. Brown, dated Nov. 11,1903. Fine. ($300) 

A wonderful assemblage of important material on the Dexter Class 1 1804 dollar, put together by B. Max Mehl in 1940 as he 
catalogued the piece for his sale of the William F. Dunham collection. The first letter relates the history of Matthew Stickne/s 
specimen, and is the letter that was printed in the second volume of the American journal of Numismatics. Written in 1867, it is important 
not only for its discussion of Stickney’s 1804 dollar, but for his reminiscences of collecting in the early to mid-19th century: “Of the 
genuineness of my U.S. Dollar of 1804,1 think there cannot be entertained a doubt, as it was handed me directly from the Cabinet of 
the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia on the 9th of May 1843 by one of its officers, who still holds the same situation there, and can testify to 
it.” Stickney discusses early collectors Jacob Morris and Dr. Roper, and then mentions William E. DuBois’s famous list of Amateurs of 
Coins and lists those included on it and those added by John Allan. By itself, this is a wonderful and extremely significant letter. The 
rest of the documents pertain more directly to the Dexter 1804 dollar and its sale in May 1885 by the Chapman brothers. The June 1, 
1885 letter describes the sale itself: “When the 1804 Dollar was reached everyone gave a subdued Ah! and waited in suspense to see 
the result ... Mr. Scott said $985, the next $990 when we instructed the auctioneer not to take less than $10, and Mr. Scott said ‘$1000’ 
the room broke into heart)' applause clapping hands and stamping their feet...” The June 3,1885 letter from the Chapmans simply 
guarantees the authenticity of the coin sold, and three subsequent documents from February 1887 from U.S. Mint officials serve the 
same purpose. The final photostat concerns the coin’s subsequent sale from Dexter to H.G. Brown, and is by Roland Garvin, who 
bought the coin for Brown and who assures him that it has been in his possession since. A fascinating collection of material.

In most cases, he utilized printed forms he apparendy 
made up and onto which he very neady recorded a myriad of information concerning large cents in general and those in his own 
collection in particular. His contents page for this volume lists: 1) Type Chart—United States Large Cents; 2) Condition and Rarity 
Scales-Sheldon and Newcomb Early Cents; 3) Late Date Cent Values-Sheldon 1949; 4) Year Combination Analysis-Late Date Cents 
/ Late Date Cents; 5) Mint Diary—Breen; 6) Clippings re Large Cents; 7) Blank Description Sheets; 8) Blank Identification Sheets.

Two separate volumes of extensive notes on these series, the one building on the other. The first notebook, as with the above, was 
produced by Glenn Mooney as a record of his own collection and as a repository for his notes. In most cases, he utilized printed 
forms he apparently made up and onto which he very neady recorded a myriad of information concerning cents in general and those 
in his own collection in particular. It is arranged much like the lots above, with subjects discussed including die diagnostics, rarity 
ratings, mintages, metrology and much else. The second volume here, a three-ring binder, was apparendy compiled by D.L. 

Livingston, based on Mooney’s notes (some of which are preent in the binder in photocopy). Mr. Livingston was no less the note- 
taker than Mr. Mooney, and the detail in which both of these gendemen pursued their numismatic interests is admirable. At a time 
when almost nobody cared about Indian cent die varities, both Mooney and Livingston managed to compile an exceptional amount of 
technical data on the subject simply by paying close attention to the thousands of pieces each obviously examined. These are 
impressive volumes, well worth detailed study.

Limited to 350 copies, of which this is number 19. Morris is at his most amusing discussing this imaginary kingdom, and does his pan 
to keep the legend alive, issuing not only a silver “coin” for the island nation, but paper currency and a map as well. On a more serious 
note, Morris provides a checklist for the publications of his own press (one of the finest in the U.S.) and discusses other privately 
struck coins. Morris’s work is outstanding, and anyone who appreciates a beautiful book should own at least one of his productions. 

220. [Munsell, Joel]. Check drawn on the Albany Merchants National Bank dated July 16, 1866 and signed by 

19th-century American printer Joel Munsell. Madfe payable in the amount of $15 to T.S. Hoffman. Front of 
check bears a 2-cent Bank Check Revenue Stamp (Scott R6). Back bears the original handwritten 
endorsement by Hoffman, as well as subsequent endorsements, two by hand and one by stamp, and the final 
bank stamp declaring it to have been paid. Revenue stamp cancelled by hand, check cancelled with doubled 
perforations, causing no loss of paper. Cancellations do not touch Munsell signature. Extremely fine with 
cancellations noted. ($80) 

A neat piece of ephemera bearing the signature of Joel Munsell, antiquarian, book collector, publisher, author, historian and, above all 
else, printer. Munsell, while throughout his career a job-printer, did more than perhaps anyone of his day to help elevate the art of 
printing in this country, and has been called “the outstanding printer of mid-nineteenth century America” by Columbia Dean Harry J. 
Carman. He is well-known to book collectors for the quality of his work, and is known to numismatists for being the printer of W. 
Elliot Woodward’s Historical Series (as well as some of his sale catalogues) and of Henry Phillips’s Historical Sketches of early American 
paper money (see lot 232).

Though Nagy offered to pay for the information, the presence of his unused return envelope indicates that Elder may not have 
responded. A scarcer numismatic correspondent.

A legendary rarity in the literature of New Jersey copper coinage, this is one of perhaps six known sets of these important 
photographs. The most thorough discussion of these plates of which I am aware is in “The Maris Plates,” by Roger Moore and Dennis 
Wierzba (ColonialNewsletter, August 2003, pp. 2495 to 2527). The authors state that the zinc sheet of electrotypes from which these 
photographs were taken is in the collection of William Anton, Jr., who believes the photos were taken around 1940. Breen, in his 
unpublished manuscript on the New Jersey series written around 1955—1956, states that they were taken “some twenty years ago,” to 
which a “five” has been added by hand following “twenty.” Other have put the date of production as far back as 1920. The index card 
annotated by Breen that accompanies this lot explains its significance well and adds some information regarding varieties not in Maris: 
“The so-called Nagy Plates of NJ Cents. Four photographic plates showing (in a somewhat different arrangement) all the varieties of 
N.J. Cents according to Maris numbers. Many of the coins are the original Maris-Garrett ones; others are superior to the examples on 
Maris’s original plate. (Caution: Revs. M and N are transposed on the left-hand plates.) In a form much easier to handle than the 
original Mans Plate, and just as rarely seen (we know only 2 or 3 other copies). Ex. Rare. Perfect In manila envelope. Note. The die 
muled with Rev. u on which nothing is visible is the blank reverse mentioned by Maris (?). No. 83-gg is apparently another counterfeit 
of the day; it is shown in the Guttag Reprint as 83-ii. All the new mulings (39-i, 32-U, 7-G, 27-j, etc.) have been verified except 24-Q. 
Maris’s 82 is the same as his No. 36 but a freak impression. The rev. muled with 60 and 61 is small p. not capital P.” Ex Kolbe’s Sale 
93 (Ford I), lot 688. (See color plates)

The Waldo Newcomer collection was one of the finest of its day, and remains an important achievement in the history of coin 
collecting in the U.S. In some areas (such as private and territorial gold), it was magnificent. Unfortunately, it is also one of the most 
important collections of U.S. coins ever assembled for which a full catalogue was never written. No auction sale was held, no sylloge 
compiled: m ining that for provenance studies, the Newcomer collection is something of a black hole, with little certain information 
about what exacdy it contained (Morgenthau and Mehl did sell some of Newcomers duplicates and world coins). The main collection 
was liquidated through B. Max Mehl, who sold many of the pieces direcdy to Col. E.H.R. Green (hence the writing on some of these 
envelopes identifying the photos as being of his coins). The photographs and negatives offered here were taken for Mehl, with some 
bearing Ft. Worth photographer stamps. While there have been offerings of photographs from the Newcomer collection on a couple 
occasions (in George Kolbe’s 1993 ANA sale and in Part II of the Champa Library sales catalogued by Charles Davis, earlier in a 
March 1993 Money Tree sale), this may be the first time that actual photographic negatives depicting the collection have been 
publicaUy offered. These were part of the B. Max Mehl estate, and were subsequently acquired by Abe Kosoff. (See color plates)

The Tabled First Printing of The Fantastic 1804 Dollar 

225. Newman, Eric P., and Kenneth E. Bressett. The Fantastic 1804 Dollar. First printing. Racine, Wisconsin: 

Inscribed by Bressett on the front 
flyleaf. Fine. 

The very rare first printing, copies of which are essentially bound page proofs issued in very small numbers immediately before the 
presses were fired up to print the entire run. The story behind this volume is the stuff of numismatic legend. Newman and Bressett’s 
work had led them to the conclusion that the story of sets of 1834 and 1804 coins being issued for the Imam of Muscat and the King 
of Siam were myths — there was no evidence of such gifts having been issued. The book was due to be printed during the 1962 ANA 
convention, at which the discovery of the King of Siam set (including the 1804 dollar) was announced by David Spink and James Risk. 
This announcement elicited a frantic application of editorial brakes, as Newman and Bressett had to accommodate this new 
information and revise their publication to take it into account. What turned out to be an outstanding numismatic work could have 
been issued with a major flaw had it been prepared in time to be on sale at the ANA. Bressett’s inscription in this copy reads, “This is 
a set of bound page proofs of the text before the final changes were made in August of 1962.” For more information, see the articles 
by Ken Bressett and Wayne Homren in the Summer 2001 issue of The Asylum. A rare and popular item.

The first letter 
primarily discusses Paschal’s offer of “my die break 1799” and an S-124 large cent (“WHS says it is strictly VG with some light pitting, 
and a CC example. There are seven or eight of these around now”). The 1958 Christmas card begins, “Dear Charlie — The first copy 
of Penny Whimsy has just come off the press - no jacket cover yet -1 hope to get a copy to you in time for Xmas and it will be one of 
the first.” The 1962 Christmas card discusses large cents and the increasing difficulty of buying them: “The acquisition of copper 
hardware lags due to prices and scarcity and yet the rare pennies keep on turning up - Eugene Exman picked up an NC 3 of 1800 in 
fine condition the other day and a Hays 61 of ’94 was found in Philadelphia this autumn - a mint state Hays 5 of ’94 in the MANA 
Convention etc, etc.... WHS is talking about bringing the cents up to date in a little supplement....” The note written on the bookmark 
promises more substantial letters in the future: “I am a miserable sinner for not answering your good letter - Please forgive and I 
promise to write before long and relate all the penny gossip I know.” The final letter delivers on the promise of gossip, as Paschal 
discusses C. Douglas Smith’s sale of his 1794 cents: “Not sure if I wrote about D. Smith having sold his ‘94s through one Berube from 
Cleveland - a young dealer who used to have a shop in Springfield, Mass - WS still communicates with Smith - seems to be able to 
handle him - between you and me I think the guy is off his rocker and I just can’t have dealings with him....” Ex Kolbe’s Sale 73, lots 
272, 274, 276, 280 and 281, respectively.

Today (175) One hundred and seventy five Barrels sweeps, said to weigh 70424 
lbs. Weight and contents unknown, being marked and numbered as in the margin [marginal notations calculate the shipping fees as 
S '04.24, or one cent per pound, plus $35.20 primage], and are to be delivered in the like good order and condition, at the Port of New 
York, the dangers of the seas only excepted, unto S.F. Butterwerth New York U.S. Assay Office [Samuel F. Butterwerth was 
Superintendant of the Assay Office], or to their assings [sic], he or they paying freight for the said Barrels, one cent per pound with 5% 
primage and average accustomed. ... Dated in San Francisco, the 23rd day of February 1856. [signed] James B. Hatch.” Following the 
signature is a note recording this as a duplicate copy made by Hatch (as copies would be retained by the various parties involved). Ex 
Kolbe’s Sale 93 (Ford I), lot 826.

‘The Act of March 
3,1853, provides that when gold or silver shall be cast into bars or ingots, or formed into disks at the Mint of the United States, or any 
of its branches thereof, or at any Assay Office of the United States, the charge for refining, casting or forming said bars, ingots, or 
disks shall be equal to, but not exceed, the actual cost of the operation ... you are hereby requested to transmit to this office a 
statement exhibiting the amount of gold and silver bullion (both refined and unrefined, separately) which has been deposited in the 
Branch Mint during the past seven months ... also monthly for the same period the amount of bullion refined and separated, the 
amount of charges received from depositors for refining and separating said bullion, and an estimate of the cost of the process....”

Most of the rest of the publication is 
composed of ads, including four pages printed on “National Safety Paper,” a security paper designed for bank documents. While the 
text says that 1877 was its “Forty-First Year,” the cover claims to be the 42nd (these are frequently confused on the Scott issues); I 
know of no copy actually predating the late 1840s.

The evening was quite a success, with 
Silberman reporting in Penny-Wise that “at least twenty-six EAC members, some with their wives, plus visitors, including a charming 
lad of 12, talked, traded, bought, sold, took notes, recorded, corrected attributions and grading, showed, admired, gasped, envied, and 
gloated until 5 A.M. Saturday when the last three drifted off to doze, only to be awakened at 6:30 A.M. by one of the concerned 
wives.”

Sheldon a letter yesterday, and told him you had your Crosby 9-1 up for sale at $3,000 net to you. 1 know he has been after this cent 
for years and would love to acquire it. I presume he has offered you many trades for it, but perhaps he will be interested in a purely 
cash transaction if he realizes that you have it on the block to dealers.” This is the coin for which Dorothy Paschal once offered to 
trade Ruby a house in Brooklyn.

A very rare printing of an important legal case made successfully against the U.S. Mint by a prominent Philadelphia merchant “That 
the petitioner states, that between the 1st of January and 21st of November, 1795, he deposited in the Mint of the United States, for 
coinage, a quantity of silver bullion, amounting to 230,888 oz. 10 dwt. of standard silver, as assayed and calculated by the then Assayer 
of the Mint, at the rate of nine parts fine to one part alloy; and received from the Mint, in coined silver, the same quantity of silver, of 
the same standard—but that by law, the said silver ought to have been assayed at the rate of 1485 parts fine to 179 parts alloy, and the 
coin delivered in exchange therefor in the same proportion, as by law established—and that by reason of the superior fineness of the 
coin to the standard fixed by law, he has sustained a loss of two thousand, two hundred and sixty dollars and thirty-two cents.”

Appeals to the reader’s 
patriotism: “Thus far the war has been supported and carried on, as it could only have been, by a people resolved, at whatever cost of 
blood and treasure, to transmit, unimpaired, to posterity, the system of free government bequeathed to them by the great men who 
framed it.... Up to the present moment you have readily and cheerfully afforded the means necessary to support your government in 
this protracted struggle. It is your war. You proclaimed it, and you have sustained it against traitors everywhere, with a patriotic 
devotion unsurpassed in the world’s history. ... The brave men who are fighting our battles by land and sea must be fed and clothed, 
munitions of war of all kinds must be furnished, or the war must end in defeat and disgrace.”

Involved with the establishment of the Boston Public Library, Vattemare was also a 
numismatist This catalogue includes Vattemare’s description of an important collection of U.S. medals, donated to the Bibliotheque 
Nationale (which subsequently lost most of them, according to one expert in the field). In his essay “Vattemare and Numismatics,” 
Alan Stahl writes that “Vattemare’s main contribution to numismatics, and one of the great monuments in American numismatic 
literature, is his Collection de Monnaies et Medailles de I’Amerique du Nord de 1652 a 1858." Vattemare’s work gives a historical overview of 
North American numismatics and describes in detail some 381 pieces in the collection. Scarce and important.

An important foundational work on the subject, though never published. On the front cover is written, “from Howland Wood, Jan’y 
9,1914.” The typewritten introduction summarizes the production nicely: ‘The following pages show rubbings or descriptions of all 
Bryan satirical pieces that have come to my notice. Those marked HW are in my own collection. Prior to publishing a list of these, 
something long since needed, I would like to get as much information as possible as regards these, such as new types, varieties, metals, 
data concerning numbers issued, makers of same, and any other information germain [sic\ to the subject. Full credit will be given to 
anyone furnishing help or information, and I would deem it a great favor, if any one possessing new types or varieties, metals 
excepted, could send to me the pieces so that I could make good rubbings or photographs of them.” It is uncertain to whom Wood 
sent this, and whether more than one copy was prepared: the ANS Library has what appears to be a similar production, catalogued as 
“Scrapbook containing rubbings and descriptions of Bryan satirical pieces, and correspondence with Farran Zerbe relative to 
publication of Bryan money.” At the end of his introduction, Wood asks that the recipient promptly return the booklet, as his 
intention was to “send this book around to different collectors.” Zerbe ended up publishing on the series in The Numismatist (1926), in 
which he pays homage to the prior work conducted by Wood. The rubbings included in this booklet are well-done and the 
handwritten descriptions are detailed and significant, discussing 52 varieties (almost all of which are illustrated with rubbings) as well as 
related later pieces.

Number 30 of only 70 sets 
issued in large paper and initialed by Woodward. These three volumes (the complete work of this title) constitute Volumes V through 
VII of Woodward’s Historical Series, which sought to reprint, generally with annotations from important historians, very rare publications 
or archival material relating to early American history. In the present case, these reprint Cotton Mather’s extraordinarily rare Wonders of 
the Invisible World, his controversial apologia for the Salem Witch Trials, in which he uncomfortably defended the use of “spectral 
evidence” while condeming the excesses of the trials. The first edition (1693) of Mather’s work is extremely rare: Woodward himself 
owned a copy, which was sold in his 1869 Bibliotheca Americana sale for $290. These volumes also reprint the related More Wonders of the 
Invisible World (1700), a withering attack on Cotton Mather and his role in the witch trials. Printed by Joel Munsell, one of the finest 
American printers of the 19th century, known for his beautiful editions of historical works. Bibliotheca Munselliana 145. Howes 481. (See 
color plates.)

Establishing a Mint, and Regulating the Coins of the United States , 
the foundational document of U.S. coinage. The history of 
the Mint Act goes back to Alexander Hamilton’s Jan. 28, 

1791 report to the House of Representatives; that report 
drew upon earlier efforts, but was the seed from which the 
final Act really grew. On March 3,1791, Congress passed a 
Mint Act, albeit one that did little to establish U.S. coinage 
in any practical way. On Oct. 25,1791, President 
Washington reminded Congress of the vital need to address 
this matter. A committee was formed, and by January, the 
Senate version entered its third reading, with various 
amendments discussed. That version of the Act retained the 
wording in Section X mandating the likeness of the 
president on U.S. coins. The bill was sent to the House for 
their approval, but they sent it back on March 26 with an 
amendment to this section, which the Senate initially 
refused. After the House adhered to its amendment, the 
Senate receded from its disagreement. The bill was enrolled 

on March 28 and signed on March 30 by Vice-President -a,:*.. ^ 

John Adams. On April 2, 1792, the Mint Act was signed by President Washington, and it is this final version that is printed here.

One of the landmarks of early U.S. numismatic literature, Fisher’s work is only the second article published in the United States 
discussing coins or medals from the point of view of a numismatist While a number of publications predate this and James Mease’s 
1821 “Description of Some of the Medals Struck in Relation to Important Events in North America” (generally regarded as the first 
truly numismatic article published in this country), these early publications were written for merchants, bankers, lawyers, politicians 
and other people who dealt with monetary issues on a daily basis. Works had not been written from the point of view of one who 
studies coins and medals. Both Fisher’s and Mease’s articles are extremely rare: the only copy of Mease’s original article to sell in the 
numismatic market of which I am aware was the one sold in my third fixed price list in 2004. George F. Kolbe’s recent sale of the 
Twinleaf Library included a unique volume assembled by Charles I. Bushnell, who combined an 1838 version of Mease’s article with a 
copy of the Fisher article offered here. That offering is the only previous sale of a copy of Fisher’s article by a numismatic literature 
dealer of which I am aware. This is the first time that the article has been offered in its original publication, and the copy at hand is in 
remarkably nice condition. The article itself is far from being a rehashing of Mease’s previous work: in fact, they list only one medal in 
common: the “Washington before Boston” medal of the Comitia Americana series. Fisher describes 14 Washington medals, 5 
Franklin medals, one each depictingjefferson and Benjamin Rush, 3 medals of the Revolution and 14 earlier colonial medals including 
the very rare Lord and Lady Baltimore medal. Fisher’s article is more concerned with colonial-era medals than Mease’s, which mostly 
describes the Comitia Americana series and related medals. A rare opportunity. Attinelli 111. (iee color plates)

making it as much fun to read 120 years later as it must have been on its original publication (if one wasn’t on the receiving end of 
Frossard’s stings). What was standard journalistic fare to Frossard would probably land a publisher in court today. Part house organ, 
part unofficial supplement to the American journal of Numismatics, part scandal sheet and yellow journalism, Numisma played a role in the 
hobby of the late 19th century that could not be compared to that of any publication today.

Much more than a 
simple fixed price list, the Numismatic Circular has published substantive articles since the beginning, featuring many important works 
primarily on ancient and British coins, but also on other areas (Forrer’s Biographical History of Medallists was originally published in its 
pages). The publication was issued in a much-reduced format from 1940 to 1945, during which time it did become only a fixed-price 
list due to the economic and other difficulties of the period. These war year volumes are rare, and the final two are included (in slightly 
incomplete form) in this lot. The cumulative index is a godsend, with 14,000 entries bringing together in one place the enormous 
amount of numismatic information that was published in the Circular during its first century.

This scarce publication started life purely devoted to stamps, but began including numismatic content in its second volume, upon 
which it added the and Numismatist to its title. Numismatic contents include occasional comments made at the expense of Ebenezer 
Mason (who replied in kind in his own magazine) and interesting pieces on Massachusetts coinage written by H.E.W., identified by 
Charles Davis (Champa II, lot 1489) as Harlow Woodward, the son ofW. Elliot Woodward. In 1869, Trifet (1848-1899), a prominent 
stamp dealer in Boston, had to defend himself against charges of stamp forgery, which makes for some interesting reading in Vol. 2. In 
the January 1871 issue of Mason’s Coin and Stamp Collectors’Magazine, Mason notes that Trifet and Company had “gone up” and 
lamented the $2 they owed him. As the publisher’s cloth for Vol. 1 here includes the full title, this annual edition was apparently issued 
after coins were added to the monthly journal’s subject matter midway through the second volume. Both volumes have also been seen 
by this cataloguer in green publisher’s cloth.

Arguably the most important American cabinet ever sold, in terms of both total coverage and quality. While other collections have 
been formed that exceeded the Jenks cabinet in depth, few if any rival it in breadth while maintaining a focus on outstanding 
condition. Were the sale to have included only the U.S. material, it would have been an excellent sale, with exquisite early coppers, 
important patterns, rare private and territorial gold, and other desiderata. Indeed, most of the highest prices were from this part of the 
sale.
